2, The decision to maintein informe] centacts with member agencies 
rather than formal contacts through regular meetings of the Subcommittee 
hes been necessitated by the high priority tasks imposed on the transpor-~ 
tation intelligence community, yerticularly these associated with the var ~ 
in Vietnam. Adherence to a formal meeting schedule would heve diverted a 
large rumber ef scarce man-hours on the pert of scme members and vould have 
worked a hardship on othex members not concerned directly with many of 


these high priority taska.
